White to have bench trial; Brooks 
pleads guilty to misdemeanor

At his final conference on Oct. 15, 
disbarred Belleville attorney Thomas A. 
White asked Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Dalton Arnold Roberson to change 
his requested trial by jury, to instead, a 
bench trial. 
The waiver of the jury trial was signed 
and filed by Judge Roberson. 
The bench trial will begin at 9 a.m. Nov. 
3 in the courtroom of Judge Margaret Van 
Houten, who is off the bench for three 
months recovering from knee and foot 
surgery. Judge Roberson, a retired judge, is 
filling in for Judge Van Houten. 
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The final conference had been set for Oct. 
10, but reportedly the attorneys couldn’t be 
there, so they met instead on Oct. 9 before 
Judge Roberson and agreed to hold the 
final conference on Oct. 15. 

White, 46, faces 20 felony charges 
including conducting a criminal enterprise 
while allegedly embezzling millions of 
dollars from trusting clients and their 
families. 

He was a lifelong resident of Van Buren 
Township and had practiced law for 20 
years in his office across Main Street from 
Belleville City Hall before he was disbarred

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then.” 

She said the number of employees covered 
by the CSC is down to one and having the 
CSC is not efficient. 

“Its really an antiquated system for 
dealing with employees,” Conley went on. 

She said, actually, CSC members are 
volunteers and not necessarily up to date 
on new laws. She said, then, there is the 
cost of maintaining decisions the CSC has 
made, which has impact on the citizens. 

[Actually, the city council has failed to 
act one way or the other on the last two 
recommendations sent to them by the 
CSC.] 

Conley said the charter provides that the 
city manager is the personnel director. 

The Civil Service Commission part of the 
charter says: “The city manager shall act as 
the Personnel Director and Secretary of the 
Commission and shall perform such duties 
and responsibilities as shall be determined 
by the Commission.” 

Conley said because of the way things 
are working out the city won’t see a full- 
time person in the Public Works position 
and, “We’ll see what to do about a police 
chief.” 

Currently retired Police Chief Hal 
Berriman has been filling in as police 


chief part time since April, longer than the 
90 days permitted by the CSC part of the 
charter. 

Employees covered by the Belleville CSC 
as it was approved in 1982, were anyone 
not covered by a union. 

“This is not a personal attack on anyone,” 
Conley said, “just a more-efficient way to 
handle employees.” 

She noted that city Clerk/Treasurer Lisa 
Long is the only person left under CSC. 
Long has worked for the city for 27 years, 
the last six as clerk. 

When the ballot language was announced 
earlier this year, Conley said Long will 
become an at-will employee if voters 
approve removing the Civil Service 
Commission chapter from the charter. 

Conley said people have asked her if there 
aren’t other things that need to be changed 
in the charter and she agreed there were 
since the charter is “antiquated.” 

She said it’s a pretty big cost to redo 
the charter and so they won’t get into that 
now. 

“I thought it was important to remind 
people why we put that on the ballot,” 
Conley concluded. 

Belleville resident George Chedraue, an

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Auto Insurance Auction official 
fields questions at Sumpter meeting

Steve Tibble, a regional official of 
Insurance Auto Auction on Rawsonville 
Road, attended the Oct. 14 meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees to 
field questions on the cars they have parked 
in a field north of Willis Road. 

Tibble, of the main office in Westchester, 
IL, said there was a catastrophic event in 
mid-August in Detroit and a lot of streets 
were flooded. The damaged vehicles were 
towed to facilities throughout the Detroit 
area, he said. 

He said cars were brought to the main 
local facility on Rawsonville Road and 
then moved to the leased location on Willis 
Road. 

He said the auction is open to the public 
each Thursday. The state can only handle 
so many cars at a time with salvage and 
clear titles and so it will take from 90 to 
120 days to clear the cars out. 

He said there were 2,200 cars completely 
and about 1,700 were in Sumpter. He said 
about 40% of them have been removed 
so far and they are continuing to clear the 
property. 

Resident Mary Sherwood asked him if 
his company has been given a time by the 
township board when they have to leave 
the field and Tibble said he was given no 
date. 

“You could be there next year,” she said 
and Tibble replied that he hopes to be out 
in the next 90 days. 

“We hope so,” Sherwood said. 

Trustee Bill Hamm asked if there were 
any fluids leaking. 

Tibble said before the cars are taken to 
the holding yard, they are inspected by 
state and government inspectors and then 
by the Auto Auction people. 

He said the company has a multi-million- 
dollar policy for the cleanup of any 
problems. 

Hamm said it has been raining and asked 
if they are taking care of any mud they may 
be dragging onto the road. 

“We can monitor that,” Tibble said. 

Township attorney Rob Young said there 
was a report that there was some effort to 
park vehicles on private property that was 
not leased. 

Tibble said they have a huge business -- 
160 locations in the U.S. and Canada — and 
they wouldn’t do anything to jeopardize 
their business, such as illegally parking 
vehicles. 

“We have leases on both the properties 
we’re on,” Tibble said. 

“We feel confident in you that what 
you tell us tonight is true,” said Acting 


Township Supervisor John Morgan. 

Trustee Hamm said people said this was 
Roy Acho’s property. He said he checked it 
out himself and it isn’t Acho’s property. 

He said the shiny cars look nice, like an 
auto sales yard, and they don’t look like 
a junkyard. He said all of the statements 
made at the previous board meeting were 
untrue. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan said she saw two 
car haulers turning into the parking area 
and they obviously were to ship cars out. 

“I was pleased to see that,’ Trustee 
Morgan said. 

Clerk Clarence Hoffman said if the 
insurance company is pulling these cars 
in and Auto Auction is selling them, these 
cars must be good to use. 

Tibble said they are sold for a multiple 
number of uses. He said about 40% go 
overseas and the remaining are sold to 
pick-and-pull operations, to their licensed 
buyers, and to the public. 

He said a lot of the cars are used as parts 
cars for body shops. 

“The insurance company owns it [the 
damaged vehicle] and we sell it on their 
behalf,” Tibble said. 

“The public could come in and bid on 
Thursdays,” Trustee Morgan said and 
Tibble agreed. 

He said laws in the State of Michigan 
allow the public to bid on the cars. 

Tibble said at the end of the lease, they 
will re-grass it as it was when they got 
there. He said in Michigan grass won’t 
grow until spring, so that’s when they’ll 
have to re-seed. 

Trustee Hamm said Ordinance Officer 
Randy Lynch was present to answer any 
questions about the parked cars on Willis, 
but no one had any questions for him. 

Lynch said he had been out to the scene 
“a couple dozen times” to keep track of 
what was going on. 

Acting Supervisor Morgan told the 
Independent that the owner of the property 
leased is Billy Arwood, who also owns 
a construction company. Also, branch 
manager of Sumpter’s Insurance Auto 
Auction is Bobby R. Nicholson. 

In other business on Oct. 14, the board: 

e Heard Police Chief James Pierce 
announce the death of retired Police 
Detective/Sergeant Mike Czinski, with the 
arrangements for his funeral. He said Det./ 
Sgt. Czinski was age 53 and taken too soon. 
“Our whole department is saddened,” Chief 
Pierce said. Then, a moment of silence was 
held in Czinski’s memory; 

e Approved purchase of a Western 8’ Pro 
Plus Snow Plow Plus Package for $4,771 
from Harold’s Frame Shop; 


e Approved a resolution for the Memorial 
Garden that adjoins township hall. 
Employees had memorialized the late 
Clarence Primm with a tree and a plaque 
there last spring, and employees wish to 
continue to memorialize employees with a 
tree, a plant or a bush. The resolution said 
in the future only employees of Sumpter 
Township, that a collection is taken for, 
may be memorialized in this garden; 

e Approved the new Ypsilanti Community 
Utility Authority contract and directed the 
clerk and supervisor sign it. Attorney Young 
said the contract was agreed to tentatively 
a year ago, but reporting requirements 
needed to be changed and three weeks ago 
YCUA was ready to approve it; 

e Approved, with regrets, the resignation 
of Sandra Todd from the Board of Review 
and the Zoning Board of Appeals; 

e Approved the Haunted House at Fire 
Station #1 on Oct. 31; 

e Approved a new policy not to allow 
staff or fire department personnel at the 
fire stations from 9 p.m. to 8 a.m. unless 
authorized by the fire chief or they are 
taking part in a fire department response; 

e Approved the chain of command for the 
fire department as it relates to discipline as 
presented, but without names, using only 
positions. “The board reviews this from 
time to time and the board makes final 
decisions on all important issues,” said 
Acting Supervisor Morgan; 

e Approved Resolution 2014-14 to amend

VBT sirens delayed 
by board questions 


Although the top Public Safety Department 
officials in VBT have recommended a set of 
emergency sirens for the township, several 
board members are holding back — mainly 
because of details on how to appropriate the 
money. 

At an almost three-hour work/study 
session Monday afternoon, the VBT board 
questioned the recommendations on the 
sirens. VBT is the only municipality in 
Wayne County without sirens. 

Aset of sirens paid for by the DDA, CDBG, 
and the township would completely cover 
the township and allow it to hook up with 
Wayne County in the future for a regional 
emergency setup. 

The township’s former Public Safety 
Committee gathered information on a siren 
system, but that was not followed through 
on and no system was put in place. In fact, 
the committee was disbanded by a new 
administration. 

Fire Chief Besson put sirens on the 
township’s Capital Improvement list for 
two years without action. But this year the 
DDA worked with Police Lt. Bazzy and a 
plan was devised. The idea was to approve 
13 sirens by Nov. | to take advantage of the 
Wayne County bid. 

But on Monday, the board waffled and 
removed the items from Tuesday’s agenda. 
Now it’s on Nov. 18 agenda. The lower bid 
got a last-minute, and last-time, extension 
until Dec. 1. Let’s hope they can figure out 
how to get those sirens into place. We’d hate 
to face tornado season in the spring with 
only a memory of the sirens that almost 
were installed. 
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At about 8 a.m., Wednesday, Oct. 15, 
my son and I were heading to the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit to witness 
the final conferences for defendants Tom 
White and David Brooks. 

We were on I-94 heading east, just before 
Hannan Road, when the cars in front of us 
in the left lane stopped, we stopped, too 
— and then the cars behind us didn’t stop. It 
was a pileup of about six cars. 

Our car was pushed into the wire fence 
in the median that kept us from heading 
into westbound traffic when our throttle 
jammed. 

One car was still in the left lane with the 
airbags exploded, un-drivable.

He parked his motorcycle 
with flashing lights in the left lane to 
protect us. 

Then, took care of us all by himself in a 
businesslike, professional manner, although 
there were some pretty upset drivers. J&T 
towed every vehicle that couldn’t drive 
and that was the end of it. There were no 
injuries. 

But, everyone was very taken with the 
trooper and we want to let him know, 
publicly, that we appreciated him very 
much.

The Common Cents Slate was assembled 
to address the ongoing library deficiencies 
issue. We purposely sought out individuals 
with direct experience and skills 
necessary to develop a plan to address the 
programming and operational needs of a 
library system. 

While it is true that the Common Cents 
Library Committee was initially formed 
to defeat the DNR/Spencer property 
proposals, it was never against a thorough 
and thoughtful discussion about the need 
for library services and, if warranted, a 
new or greatly improved library facility. 

We assembled a group with expertise in 
libraries, capital and community planning, 
architecture and law to facilitate community 
discussions around library programming, 
translating that discussion into facility 
needs and then the development of a 
comprehensive capital plan that serves 
the community needs and fits within best 
practices and master plans. 

“The Common Cents Slate doesn’t believe 
that the staff members at the library are 
performing.” 

Let’s be crystal clear, the Common 
Cents Slate believes that the library staff 
is doing the best job it can under difficult 
circumstances. They have a facility in a 
state of gross disrepair. They are operating 
with resources that have been misdirected 
into a capital planning process that 
was resoundingly rejected by all three 
communities and leadership that has been 
distracted from library needs to serve its 
own ill-conceived dreams. 

We feel that the day-to-day operating staff 
performs admirably. In addition, it is our 
position on the Common Cents slate that 
the staff should be given the opportunity 
to contact board members directly to raise 
concerns and bring forth new ideas about 
the library and library programming. In 
attending meetings regularly for the last 
two years, I have only seen one rank and 
file staff member attend a board meeting 
and raise concerns about the direction of 
the library. I’m sure that she isn’t alone. 
We want to hear from the others. 

“The Common Cents Slate is divisive” 

We would like to borrow a term from 
psychology to address this. It is called 
“projection.” In public presentations, 
current board members, their

supporters have treated members of the 
community with disdain and open hostility. 
At one presentation in particular, presenters 
actively dodged questions, blatantly 
refused to answer direct questions, spent 
five minutes talking about an elevator to 
run out the clock than be faced with more 
difficult questions. These are the actions of 
divisiveness. 

In addition, the actions of the current board 
have treated the residents of Sumpter as an 
afterthought, or more like an unwanted 
stepchild. The Common Cents Slate will 
represent all members of the community. 
Diversity is a hallmark of our ticket. We 
seek to represent everyone, not just a few.

These criticism can’t be aimed at Phil 
Miller because he is the third generation 
living in the same house. His family ties to 
the community run back nearly 110 years 
when they settled near French Landing and 
owned orchards and vegetable farms, ran 
a dance hall after prohibition, and later a 
roadhouse / restaurant.

board) in November. 

A couple of years ago, school board 
member Scott Russell came to the board 
table and claimed he had been approached 
by a group called “Parents for Education 
First,” with whom he forthrightly said he 
happened to agree, to whom he claimed to 
have donated money, but with whom he 
emphatically said he had absolutely NO 
other association.

Further, a search of the Wayne County 
Elections Division Database shows no 
record of the committee, although the 
expenditures on newspaper advertisements 
exceeded the financial limits at which a 
political campaign committee is legally 
required to be formed and documents 
filed. This was easily discovered by 
contacting the newspapers in question and 
asking for the ad prices for that ad size and 
duration. 

No other committee members ever came 
forth, and no one claimed to know about 
the committee other than Scott Russell. 
An elections fraud complaint was filed 
with Michigan Secretary of State, who 
investigated using the committee’s specific 
post office box office number, and the 
complaint was answered by none other than 
Scott Russell’s wife, Mendie Russell. The 
last time I checked the investigation was 
still incomplete. 

Scott Russell deceived the community 
by misrepresenting his involvement in 
“Parents for Education First.” As there is 
no official paperwork filed, I guess we will 
never know the truth. 

I am the treasurer of the legally filed 
campaign PAC, “Committee to Defeat 
Scott Russell and Sherry Frazier, Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education.” I am

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members. She has sulked, cried, pounded 
the table, raised her voice and stormed out of 
meetings. 

She interrupts board members, belittles 
them (and their families), and maligns their 
educational and professional backgrounds.

attorney and former council member, said 
there is a perception in the community that this 
is on the ballot “because of what happened to 
Gene and Keith,” referring to retired Police 
Chief Gene Taylor and retired DPW Director 
Keith Boc. 

“What happened to Gene and Keith?” 
asked Conley, although she had been sitting 
in the council chambers when both had their 
appeal sessions on health care earlier this year 
before the CSC, which voted in favor of the 
employees. 

Chedraue said the city manager went to the 
CSC “because Gene wanted to keep working” 
and they wanted him out. 

Chedraue referred to the incident where City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer demoted Taylor 
from chief to sergeant for six months before 
the CSC told her to reinstate him. 

“For any other employee, there’s a grievance 
process outside the public arena,” Conley 
said. “When it’s before the Civil Service 
Commission, it’s a public meeting. 

“It’s not uncommon for a person to be 
disciplined and that to be reduced [after 
a grievance is filed],” she said. “It’s a little 
more awkward for an employer and employee 
in public. 

“T don’t know what you mean by the Keith 
issue,” Conley added. 

Conley said the charter said it will use the 
“scientific method” and it’s gotten away from 
that and migrated from what it was. 

Actually, the charter reads: “The purpose of 
the Chapter [on Civil Service] is to establish a 
civil service system based on merit principles 
and scientific methods ...” 

Chedraue questioned the financial 
implications that Conley had mentioned. 

Conley replied the CSC dealt with work 
hours, compensation plan, positions and other 
things, but not the details of pay. 

Conley spoke of the CSC in the past tense. 
There no longer are any CSC members since 
the mayor failed to replace the two members 
who resigned shortly after the Taylor and Boc 
hearings [Michael Loria and Roy Acho] and 
refused to reappoint 20-year member Don 
Bluhm, whose term expired May 31. 

At the June 16 council meeting, Councilman 
Thomas Fielder said he doesn’t want people 
to think this charter change is a “stealth 
project” and when it gets closer to the election 
they should have a meeting with discussion so 
people in favor and opposed to the change can 
speak. But, no meeting was ever scheduled. 

“The attitude shouldn’t be that the council 
is changing the charter,” Councilman Fielder 
said. 

The chairman of the City Charter 
Commission in 1981-2 was Richard Smith 
who recently, along with the 20-year CSC

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member Bluhm, published letters to the 
Independent urging city voters not to approve 
the ballot question that aims to remove the 
CSC from the charter. 

In other business at Monday’s 40-minute 
public meeting, the council: 

e Approved the request of the Canton Lions

the blind and hearing impaired. Bill Van 
Winkle said the Lions members are getting on 
in years and wanted to fund raise during good 
weather, before it gets too cold. “Belleville 
people are very generous to us,” he added; 

e Approved on a 4-1 vote the Black Magic 
Ball on the Fourth Street Square on from 5-8 
p.m. Sunday, Oct. 26, put on by the Belleville 
Community Chorus. Claudia Roullier was 
present to make the request. The request was 
taken off the last council agenda because no 
one from the chorus was present, as required. 
Beer and wine will be provided by Egan’s 
Pub. Councilwoman Kim Tindall always 
votes against serving alcoholic beverages on 
city property; 

e Approved the 1-Mile Dash in Disguise by 
the Plymouth YMCA from 9 to 10 a.m. on 
Saturday, Oct. 25, leading into the already 
approved CAF5 pancake breakfast at the 
Fourth Street Square. The costumed event 
starts at 9 a.m. at the Horizon Park gazebo. 
Karen Mida presented the event to the council 
and said, “We don’t have alcohol or anything” 
and the walk will be on the sidewalks, with 
reserve police officers on hand to guide 
walkers safely across Main Street at about 
Second Street; 

e Approved Rodney Herald’s request for 
the Lunch Box to hold free hayrides on 
Halloween, Oct. 31, following the Trick or 
Treating downtown. They plan to give rides 
from 7:30 to 9:30 p.m. from the Lunch Box 
parking lot on Liberty Street; 

e Was informed the approved parking signs 
will be put up on one side of the streets in 
the Harbour Pointe subdivision by the end of 
the week. This is intended to control traffic, 
especially during Halloween, so emergency 
vehicles have room to enter and leave the 
housing complex; 

e Heard council members praise the Zombie 
Run held the previous week end that was 
put on by two BHS New Tech students and 
the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority and had more than 180 registered 
runners. Mayor Conley said the students put 
on a Zombie University before the race and 
taught participants what to wear and how not 
to scare people; 

e Heard former councilman Brian Blackburn 
and his wife talk of the need for street lights 
between Victoria Commons and Five Points, 
since it is very dark in the morning when 
teenagers have to walk from the subdivision 
to the high school along that route.

more than a year ago. After disbarment he 
immediately filed bankruptcy and has been 
running his cleaning firm since then. 

The first five felony charges were filed 
against White on Sept. 6, 2013 and the next

PROPOSAL 14-1 

A REFERENDUM OF PUBLIC ACT 520 OF 2012, ESTABLISHING A 
HUNTING SEASON FOR WOLVES AND AUTHORIZING ANNUAL WOLF 
HUNTING SEASONS 

Public Act 520 of 2012 would: 

e Designate wolf as game for hunting purposes and authorize the first 
wolf hunting season. 

e Allow the Natural Resources Commission to schedule annual wolf 
hunting seasons. 

e Provide criminal penalties for the unlawful possession or taking of 
wolves, but shield a person who lawfully captures or destroys a wolf 
from prosecution. 

e Require a person who whishes to hunt wolves to obtain a wolf 
hunting license. 

e Create a Wolf Management Advisory Council for the purposes of 
making nonbinding recommendations to the legislature regarding the 
proper management of wolves. 

Should this law be approved?

Don’t like how 2 board 
members do their jobs 


To the Editor: 

My name is Alison Bennett, I am a candidate 
for Van Buren Public Schools Board of Trustees, 
and I would appreciate your vote on Nov. 4. 

While our district has made significant 
progress in the past four years, the atmosphere 
on our school board has become increasingly 
toxic. Much of this, I believe, is directly 
attributable to the actions of two of my 
incumbent opponents. 

It’s been suggested that I just “don’t like” 
these particular individuals. That is hardly the 
case; I personally don’t know them. What I 
don’t like (and have had a chance to observe) 
is the way they do their jobs, especially when 
it comes to stewardship of taxpayer money, 
willingness to abide by an acceptable code of 
conduct during public meetings, and sometimes 
even compliance with state law. 

The past four years have shown these 
incumbent candidates to be questionable 
custodians of district revenues. There have 
been demands that the district pay for services 
over and above those already provided for 
under contract, and for spurious reasons that 
have nothing to do with providing quality 
educational opportunities for all the district’s 
students. 

There have been demands that the district 
incur the expense of holding “special” board 
meetings to study issues that pertain not to the 
majority of district students and parents, but only 
to the interests of select groups. Additionally 
(and in violation of state law), there has been 
open lobbying to award a contract to a party 
whose bid significantly exceeded the lowest 
submitted. 

The past four years have also seen many 
instances of verbal bullying and demeaning of 
fellow board members. There have been attempts 
to repress opposing views by interrupting and 
shouting over dissenting colleagues. More 
than once there have been public refusals to 
be governed by the very laws the incumbent 
had promised to uphold. The result of all this 
is that discussions frequently degenerate into 
shouting matches and belittling comments that 
detract from the business at hand. 

I believe that school board members with 
integrity are guided by a principled desire to 
serve all students in that district. 

That means the money entrusted to them by 
taxpayers is spent toward supplying providing 
everyone with the best educational opportunities 
possible. That also means that they realize their 
obligation to work with each other respectfully 
and in good faith, without promoting personal 
interests and without pandering for the 
endorsements of particular interest groups at 
the expense of fellow board members, as well 
as the district itself. 

This approach will not always make them 
popular with everyone. We like to hear public 
officials assure us we can always have things 
our own way; it’s only human. But I believe that 
it’s the only approach that can create a district 
that the entire community can ultimately be 
proud of. And if you elect me, I can promise 
that this is the approach I will take. 

I’m asking for your vote on Nov. 4. Thank 
you.
